"Tell the men who are not here to- 
night that they are missing much the 
best tbing that the university van 
offer." Such was the advice given by 
Prof. Laski to thoue pieseut at the 
Lit. meeting last night, when two of 
the most successful debates of tbe sea- 
son were held. The first debate be- 
tween Law '17 and the Presbyterian 
College on the ciuestioii, "Resolved 
that the Uritish press censorship 
should he modified." was of a high 
order and proved of much interest to 
tho attentive audience. 

In oDening tbe argument for the af- 
firmative, Mr. A. M. Pope of Uie Pres- 
byterian College, stated that this dull, 
stupid, insipid interference with free 
speech could not long be tolerated by 
a democratic people. A military cen- 
sor.sblp Is justifiable, but the present 
board of cen.sors have gone far be- 
yond their powers. They have kept 
the truth from the llrltish public 
when that truth could not be of the 
slightest military advantage to the 
enemy. As an example, the fall of 
Liege was known in Germany five 
days before It was officially publ itched 
In England. The English newspaper 
offices are filled with articles from 
German and Unltëd States newspapers 
which they are unable to reprint, for 
no reason whatever. Lord .Morloy 
had stated In the House of Hords that 
llrltish officers returning from the 
front were of tho opinion that the 
German official reports wi i e inure re- 
liable than the British. The speaker 
closed by reading a despatch from the 
Tokio correspondence to the Evening 
Post, in which be stated that when 
the war was finally over, "The Brit- 
lab public would learn of the declara- 
tion of peace by a Russian newspaper 
smuggled Into England by the master 
of a sailing vessel from .Archangel." 

Mr. Lalonde who then spoke for 
tbe negative held that the present 
British censors did comply with the 
necessary regulations laid down; 
namely, that of not printing news 
which would he of advantage to the 
enemy. The people of that demo- 
cratic country were willing to endure 
this curtailment of the right of free 
speech because they realized that de- 
feat would mean the loss of all their 
liberty and (hat, therefore, everything 
should be done to hasten the final 
victory, wbi<h the censorshlii tended 
to do. The fact that individual cen- 
sors had erred In Judgir.eut did not 
condrriiii the Idea of censoi-hip In 
general, while it must he born in niind 
that these fetters had Imen placed 
upon the people by their own repre- 
sentatives. 

Mr. P. A. G. Clark. In continuing 
the arguments ol the affirmative, 
pointed out that the public had been 
misinformed and that Ihe (ruth had 
been withhold from the nation when 
the truth had long been known lo the 
Germans. The nptlmlBtic reports 
which had been Issued, at times when 
their optimism could not be Justified 
had not had the desired effect upon the 
nritlsb people. Report.s that the 
Dardanelles wotild fall at any moment, 
that tbe campaign of the Russian 
ateam-roller would begin Immediately 
and other reports too numerous to 
mention, had long since been dls- 
coimtenanccd. The Knglish public 
were being deluded because the opin- 
ions of neutrals and foreigners bad 
no place in the newspapers and 
periodicals. In closing. Mr. Clark 
scored an effective point by referring 
to tho eritlci.sm leveled at the Times 
correspondents during the Crimean 
War. which, when the fivcls became 
known, was changed to prnise amount* 
Ing alino.st to hero worship. 

Mr. Hackett, the second speaker for 
the negative, ably upheld the position 
taken by the British censors, claim- 
ing that the knowledge of the In- 
cldcntH mentioned by the affirmative 
would have been of advantage lo Ger- 
many and that the optimism of (he 
censors was Justified liecause they 
were honest in their opinions. Such 
men as Kildirncr mid French real- 
ized the necessity of strict censorship 
and they were upheld In their opinion 
by tbe public, who had not cried out 
against this curtailment of their lib- 
erty. Tbe censorship, he added, could 
not be relaxed in tbe slightest degree 
without giving the enemy valuable In- 
formation. 

In his rebuttal Mr. Pope refuted the 
argument that the public had not pro- 
tested against the censorship, by 
pointing out that such men as Lord 
Moiley and 1/ord Mllncr had openly 
voiced their protest In the House of 
Ijords. 

Prof. Caldwell immediately gave bla 
decision in favor of tbe Presbyterian 
College and gave some very valuable 
criticism upon many of the points of 
the debate. He said that the debate 
was of a high order and that were 
such debates continued in the holes 
and rorners of the university the In- 
felleceual level aiiioni; (lie students 
would be very niuch raised In a short 
course of time. The applause which 
greeted Prof. Caldwell's statement de- 
monstrated the aiipnriatlon which the 
meeting felt for his kind services.

The Short Hiator^f^

It is just forty-one years since the famous "Short History of 
the knslish People" was given to the world. In a few months the 
conyiight \yH1 have inn out, and the market will be Tlooded with 
cheap reprints of every description, 

Mr. Green's wonderful book has stood the supreme test of 
time. It i-emains to-day what it was when it was published, the 
only complete history of England really worth purchasing. There 
are a number of short histories composed for the reprehensible 
purpose of assisting people wlio know nothing of their subject to 
pass examinations. They have been unblushingly advertised for 
this purpose, and we can only hope that when the allotted span of 
their copyright is run, they will have been sufficiently "discover- 
ed" to make it worth no man's while to extend the days of their 
existence. They belong to the depressing categories of "potted 
classics" and "busy men's libraries": those appalling series in 
which the Mr. Bowdlers collaborate with the Mr. Grahames in re- 
ducing masterpieces to mincemeat, or in obviating the necessity 
for reading the works of giants by substituting the versions of 
pygjnies. Why because a man is busy you should waste his time 
is a question which never seems to occur to these benevolent 
^patentees of literary substitutes. 

The "Shoit Histoi-y" is a very different book from any of 
these. It was planned by Mr. Green as a departure from the 
stereotyped historical method-^-Kings and Queens, dates, battles, 
sieges, et hoc genus omme. Gibbon had trodden, but barely trod- 
den, the ground Mr, Green made his own; Hume had just touched 
the hem of its gai'ment; the famous Third Chapter of Macaulay 
was an indication of what was possllilo in it 
subordinating everything to the story uf the peuple, made histor'y 
live, as it had rarely lived before. 

There is more in his book about the Bible than there is about 
courts, more about Shakespeare than about war. You hear John 
Ball preaching in Kent, and mingle with the crowd in Caxton's 
shop where the bare-armed apprentices are tugging at the bars 
of the creaking presses. You jostle with the crowd of poor 
scholars in the Oxford "High," and listen to the academical bell 
of St. Mary's pealing against the town bell of St, Martin's- You ride 
with Erasmus and Colet to Canterl)ury, and make one with the 
wonderful meetings at the Mitre. You watch the growth of the 
English town, and the evolution of the trade guilds. You hear! 
the tramp of the trained bands marching through London, and 
join the silent crowds waiting whilst some haphazard scholar 
reads from the great chained Bible at St. Paul's. Mr. Fox comes to 
town, and Mr- Wesley i-ides away to preach in Cornwall. Tlie won- 
derful stories of the Chroniclers and the rondeaux of the trou- 
badours sound in your ears. You see the priest at Eamlcy bending 
over his bookskin, and listen to the bishoj) singing that wonderful 
Latin drinking song of Walter dc Map, So the histoi-y of the Eng- 
lish people unfolds itself before your eyes, since in Mr. Green's 
own words "the mill by the stream, the tolls in the market place, 
the brasses of its burghers in the church, the names of its streets, 
the lingering memory of its guilds, the mace of its mayor, tell us 
jnore of the past of England than the spire of Sanim or the 
martyrdom of Canterbury." 

The "Short History" was, indeed, the effect of the matured 
intelligence of the boy who had paced in Addison's steps, up and 
down the walk at Magdalene. It was Oxford that had inspired 
him, Oxford where he had spent all his early life. He never, he 
declared, went into the cathedral without thing of the Mercian 
saint, Frideswide, and even when he tramped, in the afternoon, 
along the Marston road, he remembered that he was stirring the 
dust which had been stirred by the feet of Fairfax's pike men. In 
this way he reconstructed the world as he went about it, rebuilding 
in his fancy the old streets, and filling them with burghers and' 
barons of the past. He never imagined that history could be 
written in a study chair- In the streets of his London parish he 
gained his knowledge of the Knsfli.^h people. If he went to Rich- ""^^î 
borough for a holiday, it was not to the Kentish village, but to oni 
the Roman city. His intimate acquaintance with the character of

To him was entrusted the 
woik of helping the demoralized pop- 
ulation of the island. He was instru- 
mental in interesting the world »i 
large, especially Canada, in the great 
needs of Us inbabttants. 

M. Lemaire was honored by the 
French Government with the cross ot 
officer or the Legion d'Honneur In 
reoofnition of bis great work. 

The members ot the Cercle were In- 
tensely interested in his vivid accouni 
ot one of the most horrible catastro- 
phies on record. 

Prof. Morin, who was also present, 
told the meinlicr!? that, although he 
had read accounts of the disaster in 
the newspapers at that liiiie, he, never- 
theless, had foiiiid .M. Ivcmatre's re- 
marks most realistic and interesting. 

Rev. Delagneau. of Worcester, Mass., 
brother-in-law of Prof. J. L. Morm, 
read a short and instructive sketch or 
"L'Academie française" from the time 
of \ja\i\» XIV to the present time. 

Rev. Delagneau remarked how un- 
usual it was for a literary society to 
have such a long existence. This year 
is the 280th year since its founding cy 
the great Cardinal Richelieu. 

Many were the instances be cited of 
the attempts of great writers to gain 
admisison to the membershlp of the 
"Quarante Immortels." 

Prof. Vlllard, in closing, slated that 
seldom had the Cercle Français been 
more signally honored than by the 
presence of France's most dlstlnîpilsn- 
cd diplojnat. 

This meeting was one of (he most 
profitable as well as enjoyable spent 
aa yet by the members ot the club.

Where We Lire. 

When No. 3 Canadian General Hos- 
pital moved to France five months ago, 
there was much speculation as to our 

destination, and rumors had us listed 
for everywiu're from Calais to Havre 
or even- .Marseilles. No one, liowcvcr, 
mentioned the real spot where we were 
to rest. When this unit got packed on 
the shaky Chemin de Fer, the name 

C was seen on the flat cara, and 

again the wonder grew, for no one 
could find this little Plcardy village 
on the map. 

Wo arrived in a station rejoicing in 
a double name, for it iservcs two 
town?, being equidistant from cither, 

and irix up at C . It is a hamlet 

of perhaps 300 humans and innumer- 
able estaminets, two churches' (one 
practically a ruin), a pretty lake, and 
one hotel, "Hotel du Lac," about all ot 
which more later. 

The people are of a peculiar class- 
ât least so il strikes us. Most of the 
men left follow farming for a llvcn- 
bood. while the women .md the crip- 
ples look after the estaminets. Every 
hou-n with enough frontaçc h) hold 
th'i:t> ten letteis. e-s-t-a-m-i-n-e-t-S. 
auiniiuitii ally becomes one of the.^e 
way.s|(li. (liiiiliinK places. In these, 
one rail eat off the same loaf a:, tho 
family, who will ask rine?tions about 
I the pi eat "Cunada" whi* li in their 
j minds is a sort of Eldorado, wlio.^o 
I streets are paved with gold and whoso 
himlK s grow five-franc notes. The 
universal sentiment In these parts Is 
"Canadians are very rich," which is 
nice for them, but rather unfortunate 
for the person entrusted to their 
mercy. 

Possibly the most notable figure In 
tho village is the old Cure. He is a 
man ot possibly 65 years, all of which 
he carries to the full on bis tall, 
stooped and gaunt figure. His bead is 
still thatched with long, curly hair, 
and bis face Is usually clean shaven. 
He has, so far as can be observed, 
only three teeth, and has not even tcu 
satisfaction of the old woman who 
eoul'i thank tho Und that they met. 
He \^ a kindly old soul, and rejoices 
in telling the history, authentic and 
Uc'iiilaiy, fif this disiiict. 

Thf ie is hero a mtv plrture.'-quo 
iittit) lake, nestling among tho sand 
dunes, which has in its shallow depth 
most delectable fish. 

Every day one can see out on this 
lake one of the staff of the Hotel du 
lAC. This cafe is located Just on the 
shore, and has a most lovely view 
from Its roof. First, there is tho lake, 
fringed with pines: then the stretch of 
sand dunes, and. In the distance, the 
sea. with the few buildings along the 
plage.

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classes." The affirmative upheld by 
Science, was opened by Mr. Eadie, who 
began by defining the term strike and 
explalniuK the meaning of labor or- 
ganization. He claimed that strikes 
in their direct effects endanger the 
lives and property, not only of the 
classes directly concerned, but of the 
imbllc as a whole. He adduced instances 
to prove that strikes In the main did 
not result in any definite ameliora- 
tion of conditions, and thai the stop- 
pago of industry resulted in rise in 
prices of commodities. In conclusion 
the speaker quoted statistics to show 
that during the last few years of labor 
troubles In the United Kingdom, only 
54 per cent of the strikes could be 
railed successful. 

:^Ir. Hyde opened the case for the 
negative hy tracing the development 
of labor organization from the time 
ot the Combination Acts, and showed 
how the past century and the begin- 
ning of (his century have been a 
period of gradual amelioration of tho 
condition of the labeling classes. Ho 
claimed that the strike, drastic though 
its effects jnight be, was tho only ef- 
fective means of redress that was 
available to labor. Even the strike 
that apparently falls, has Its effect In 
bringing before the public the de- 
mands ot labor for (air and equitable 
treatment. 

The second speaker for the affirma- 
tive, Mr. Lowe, claimed that strikes 
were tho result of misunderstandings, 
the rc.iult of the breakdown of proper 
channels of communication between 
capital and labor. In the majority of 
cases strikes can be avoided by arbi- 
trât l<m. A considerable section ot the 
Labor party is opposed to strikes. The 
strike has a paralyzing effort mion in- 
dustry and prevents the investment of 
capital. He cited the case of New 
South Wales where compulsory con- 
ciliation has resulted In the establish- 
ment of amicable relations between 
employer and employee. 

Mr. Banfleld, in replying for the 
negative, affirmed that strikes were 
not a transitory syniptom, but that 
they were liere to stay, being the only 
effective means of redress in the 
bands of labor. The majority of 
strikes are purely local in their ef- 
fects, and have not the devastating 
effect upon industry that some peoi)le 
claim. Arbitration wus fjr tiie most 
part unsatisfactory, as labor g^narally 
got tho worst of it. 

The debate was concluded in a 
Short speech by Mr. Kadie, who 
criticized his opponents for not con- 
fining their discussion to present 
conditions. A short discussion ensued 
after which tjte Judges, Dr. Lcacock 
and Prof. Laski retired to consider the 
question. Dr. Leacock announced that 
considering the presentation of tho 
subjrrf, and thi^ weight of the argu- 
ments, the juiU;es (lecideil that the 
negative had won. in a witty sptecb 
ho reviewed the conduct of the (bbate 
and gave ;.onu) excellent udvico on 
preparing an argument, emphasizing 
the fact lhat one personal opinion Is 
worth more than many quotations 
from authorities. 

Professor La.skl reviewed llie 
speeches of the debaters and offered 
some suggestions on the organization 
of tho Literary Society. He gave an 
account of the Oxford ITnlon, urged 
the discussion of subjects of topical 
Interest, and gave it as Ills opinion 
thai the Literaiy and Debating So- 
( iety wa.=4 the most valuable institution 
of a fniversily. 

Mr. Common, the chairman, con- 
cluded the deliale by lliaukinpr Dr. Lta- 
( firk and Pi nf. I^Tskl for their pres- 
ence, and tlifir excellent advice afiir 
which the meeting adjourned for re- 
freshments^

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WORK AMONG TERRITORIALS 
STATIONED IN THE PUNJAB 



G. M. BROOKS' REPORT 



Tells of His Work With the 
Men of the Fourth Battalion, 
Devonshire Regiment, At 
Their Po.st at Ferozepore— 
Troops Received Koyul Wel- 
come at Hands of Natives. 



Tho annual report of .Murray G. 
BrooliB, Attn (IS. now general secre- 
tary ot all braiicbts of the Y. M. C. 
A. In Ceylon, has just been received at 
Siiathcona Hall. Mr. Brooks is sup- 
ported in that field by the McOUl V. 
.M. c. A. 

During the summer just closed Mr. 
Urooks was for fourteen weeks as- 
sociated with Y. M. C. A. work at 
Feiozorepore In tho Punjab, In conncc 
lion with 30,000 British Territorials 
who are on garrison duty in India, 

His report reads as follows: 

I. Introduction. One ever recur- 
ring theme must permeate and influ- 
ence the whole of this report and I 
presume also the reports of others 
from this part of the world. One who 
is I'amilinr with the work and stand- 
ing of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation in the United States and 
Canada only cannot easily realize tbe 
real burden of our prayers and hopes 
for many years past that something 
would happen to put the Association 
in England on a new plane. That 
somcibing has happened. The spell Is 
broken and the fetters have been torn 
aside. V\on\ ft narrow groove with a 
limited appeal the As.soclation in Eng- 
land bas burst its bounds and emerged 
to greater and grander things. There 
are few on the North American con- 
tinent who understand what the at- 
titude of England towards any move- 
ment means to that movement In tbe 
world as a whole and p<\rtioularly to 
India and Ceylon. It Is not an "Immi- 
grant" type of English and Scotch that 
Great nritain sends to these lands, 
but tbe best of her sons from the pub- 
lic schools and universities. Out of 
aboul 4.700 European men in Ceylon 
a conservative estimate would put 
fifty per cent, under the class of pub- 
lic school men that Implies that they 
are from the very best middie-class 
families of the old land. Up till the 
outbreak of war this class of English- 
man looked .upon the Toung Men's 
Christian Association as a "namby* 
pamby" sort of affair with no appeal 
to blm In any way. His change of at- 
titude to Mr. Lloyd George during the 
last twelve months' has been no groat- 
er than to the w<irk of the Young 
Men'.'4 Cliristiaii Association. This 
new eslliuatp of our Movement by 
those who are the real iiilers and the 
dominating influence upon all tho Ufa 
of these lands should bring to us In 
these countries as great an oppor^ 
tunity as China or Japan or any oth- 
er country has ever presented or ts 
ever likely to present 

Work .tnionc: Territorlali. 

II. Work Among Territorials. The 
year under review opened with us 
eomfiu-tably oi^ahlisbed In Kandy. set- 
tliiiiï down to an intensive work with 
the two huiuiied men of that Associa- 
tion. The International Committee 
had sent out word that expenses must 
he curtailed and all travelling reduced 
to the minimum. This seemed tbe long 
hoped for opportunity. Scarcely had 
these plans matured and the prepara- 
tions been completed for their ful- 
fillment than telegrams began to ar- 
rive from India intiinnling that one's 
presence might be required In con- 
nection with the advent of no.nnn nrit- 
ish Territorials fp sh from the Old 
I>nnd to çrarriï^on India. This was soon 
confirmed. And so, abandoning all the 
fondly cherished plans, we took a six 
days' railway Journey to Ferozepore In 
I ho Punjab, with all our bag and bag- 
gage, including motor-bike, side-ear, 
magli' lantern, music and wife, In ord- 
er to be one more member or the 
hand (if «erretaries wlui would en- 
dea\'iv tf) carry out the profframme 
for tbe Territorials lo which our As- 
sorlalion was committed. 

Wc were In I'eroi'epore for four- 
tern n-eeks. seve!i nf wbkli wan spent 
by uiy wife in the hospital. The sud- 
den ehango from the heat of re)lr>n 
to the severe cold of the Punjab win- 
ter was very trying. Ferozepore Is 
nothing but a military station, but It 
Is important enough to have a bat» 
talion of British troops because tbe 
ehirf arsenal for th*' Punjab is sltnat- 
M there. There had nevor been any 
Vnunir Men's Cluirstion .Association and 
probalily ryMv wiiulil have bern one 
h»d It not bei II I'lr Un- coming of the 
Tei riiu' i.ils. W > ari iveil a day in ad- 
vance of the men v ilh «hoin we were 
to work and fourni l onshl ralile rxelte- 
inent In anlitipalion of the Arrival of 
these new troops, and especially 
among the Ind'ans there was a good 
iteai of curiosity. Tommies tJiey were 
aeeustomed to and knew wll. bnt 
Territorials were to be different. In- 
dians were to see representatives of 
the great middle class families of Eng- 



land as ordinary soldiers. 'WTien they 
arrived garlands were hung aboul 
their necks, they were feasted on buns 
and lemonade and serenaded with the 
best music the district could furnish. 

X Cosmopolitan Iiot 

Never in the history of Ferozepore 
(one ot the oldest garrisons In British 
India) had such a reception been ac- 
corded by Hindus and Mohammedans 
to ordinary rankers of the British 
Army. .Nor weio the nun of lhat 
fourth Devonshire lialtallon unworthy 
of that unusual reception. They had 
left college, schoolroom, office, desk, 
and farm with comfortaliie homes and 
many luxuries to partake of the ra- 
tions ot Tommy Atkins In India and 
to occupy his barracks while be was 
elsewhere engaged. They bad dream- 
ed of an India, luxuriant with tropical 
vegetation, crowned wHh mountain 
peaks, shrouded In mystery and garb- 
ed In oriental splendour. After a five 
weeks' voyage, including a long delay 
In the Red Sea thoy had landed at 
Karachi and had crossed the barren 
desert of SInd, with neither mountain 
nor Jungle nor anything to fulfill their 
dreams but only an unending stretch 
of burning, sitting sand that brought 
Inflammation to eyes and throats and 
loneliness to hearts. The situation of 
ferozepore Is scarcely more beautiful 
nor the surrounding country more pic- 
turesque than many spots in the 
Sahara desert or on the plains of 
Utah. Within forty-eight hours these 
Devonshire lads, who had given up 
home and all the delights of their 
native country, had exhausted every 
attraction that Ferozepore could give 
them and were compelled to settle 
down to a monotonous dumdrum ex- 
istence of "Parades a« usual," untjj 
such time as they should be sent back 
to France or elsewhere. 

It was here that the Association 
found Its chance and used it. The 
Imagination of the reader can be re- 
lied upon to supply the details of bow 
an entire stranger was able within 
three days to Influence officials, to 
borrow tents, to select a suitable 
site, to biro furniture and to set «p 
a fully eiiulppcd Association Institute 
In the centre of tbe life of those 800 
men. The programme presented was 
an everyday-itt-the-week one without 
intermission unless tho gasoline lights 
refused to burn or the moving pic- 
tures became all motion and no pic- 
tures, or the gramophone records ex- 
pected from the next man down the 
line bad not yet arrived, while the 
last batch bad been forwarded on. 

Ifanted Solid Food. 

Light refreshments would not suf- 
fice for these men. They wanted solid 
food. One night after a lecture by Mr. 
K. T. Paul, on "Social Conditions in 
India." when the men remained for 
an hour to ask questions, an officer 
of tbe Itegular Indian Army said to 
me, "What I can't get over Is that 
ordinary soldiers of the British Army 
will listen to a lecttu-e like this. 
Tommy would go away bored la fif- 
teen minutes." 

Night after night those men would 
crowd into the bungalow (for tents 
soon became too cold), to find a little 
toucli of home cheer, to read and 
write, and sing, and to listen to talks 
on all phases of Eastern life. To let 
tUeni see that India was not all like 
Ferozepore, excursions were arranged 
to Lahore, Delhi and Agra, where 
these "Terriers" caught a glimpse ot 
some of the glories of the civilization 
of the Great Moguls and looked at 
buildings and palaces ttnrivalled 
throughout the world. It was after 
two days of sight-seeing in Delhi and 
Agra that they exclaimed. "Now, 
thanks to the Young .Men's Christian 
! Association, we have seen what we 
hoped lo see ill India and not half was 
fold ua." 

One feels it wan three and a half 
months' of fruitful work. Before we 
left, the canteen hod closed down for 
want of trade and there was not a 
place In X\t whole barracks where 
the men could get beer or spirits to 
drink. Officers who bad looked down 
upon the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation at home, or who had never 
given It a thought, became our friends 
and were often seen at the lectures. 
Tho tJiief government officials of tbe 
town came frequently to tbe tiunpalow 
and regularly sent magazines and 
psiiers, snhscribed to the funds and 
secured lecturers. Whether It wan 
worth while to tear up root and 
branch from Ceyloa in order to spend 
four months in this effort, one must 
leave to his readers to decide. At any 
rate, tiUdng for granted that there wan 
no one else available to take eh.irsic 
in Ferozepore, what was accomplished 
may be summed op as follows: 

T. M. r. V. Won Friends. 

1. Thr As.soclation carried out Its 
full programme for the Territnrtnls 
ami kept faltb with the Indian Army 
authorities. 

2. Influential men were won as 
friends to tbe Association. 

3. Bight hundred men of a high 
class were rendered a service which 
has won (heir life-long gratitude.

Crutchtleld'B break- 
down in Colombo and bis enforced 
furlough brought us back from 
iVrozeporc to Ceylon toward the end 
of February and I again took respons- 
ibility for the Association's work In 
Colombo in addition to the regular 
outstatlon duties. We gave up our 
bungalow in Kandy and moi^ to 
Colombo tho end of March. 

One of the problems which con- 
fronted us most immediately in Colom- 
bo w'as the fact that the Government 
had decided to build a number of rat- 
proof rice sheds ou the Racquet Court 
to prevent the spread of plague, and 
wc had been dsked to give up our 
building and negotiate for a new 
place. This was not an easy task. Tho 
difficulties seemed solved when in 
March Crutchfield and I came to on 
understanding with the Government 
Agent by which we were to get a new 
site In the centre of the business sec- 
tion and Tlupees ll'i.OfK) ($38,000) 
compensation for the present build- 
ing. This arrangement was complete- 
ly upset by the refusal of H. E., the 
Governor, to grant us the site men- 
tioned, or Indeed, any other site In the 
business centre. To the present date 
no advance has twen made on this. We 
have Informed the Government that 
any site outside the business section 
will not be acceptable to us In ex- 
change for the one on the Racquet 
Court, and we are now endeavoring to 
arrange for an Interview with His Ex- 
cellenc/ to lay the case before him. 
In the m%antlme the Association is

April we gave permission for the gyw- 
naslum to be broken down so that tka 
Government's work eou',^ proceed. It 
is prubablo that we should have reaeh- 
cd an agreement some months' ago bad 
It not been for riots which took place 
between the Singhalese and Moors, 
and which have engaged the attention 
of all the officials for most of tbe 
time since, though the actual rivts 
were speedily quelled by the military^ 
It Is most difficult to keep everything 
at full swing in half a building aa4 
that surrounded by confusion. 

Decrease In Btvenne. 

lY. Finances. In addition to build- 
ing difficulties, through the tailing off 
of regular subscribers and members 
when war broko out, the revenue de- 
creased to such an extent in the Clos- 
ing mouths of 1!)14 that at the end of 
the year there was a debt on current 
expenses of Rupees 3,500 (|1,200) 
and this kept on piling up until it was 
nearly Rupees 5.000 ($1,600) by the 
first of April. With the war in pro- 
gress and an uncertain building situa- 
tion, this was serious. In May we de- 
cided to risk a financial eampalga to 
bo held during July to secure Ruseea 
10.000 (13,500) so as to pay off tbe 
debt and to provide enough in addi- 
tion to carry on with till at least tbe 
end of the year. No sooner had this 
been decided than the riots broke out 
and Martial Law was proclaimed, com- 
pelling everyone to be off the streets 
by six o'clock each day. It is not at 
all uncommon for a society or Church 
to start out for a certain sum ud get 
half of It and think they are dobig 
wonderfully well.

was achieved. With the cancellation 
of that debt, a great burdcMi fell off 
one's shoulders, and in its place a 
deep feeling of gratitude to God for 
deliverance from Its fetters. Without 
doubt debt is the greatest curso to 
the young men of Ceylon. Not only 
did the campaign bring us the money 
needed, but it helped in other ways. 
The leading business men of the city 
.showed a s>inpatliy and readiness to 
assist which wo had never dared to 
hope for. The manager of a large 
.firm said when wc called, "I have had 
little interest In the Young Men's 
Christian Association heretofore, hwt 
just yesterday X received a letter from 
ray son in France written on Youug 
Men's Christian Association note-pap- 
er. I suppose if it hadn't been for 
the Youug Men's Christian Associât Inn 
ho would not have been able to write 
at all and I «'iU give you fifty 
Rupees." 

Gifts From Influential Men. 

Another leader in the mcreautiiecom- 
munlty whose services for Ceylon have 
earned him a Kniçhthood said, "Yes, 
I will subscribe to the Young Men's 
Christian Association gladly. I have 
recently como from home, aiul while 
there I spent weeks in one of the Ter- 
ritorial camps washing up dishes, 
ladling out soup and playing rag-llnic 
In a Young Men's Clu-istian Associa- 
tion Hut." Another commercial 
Knight, when asUcd In June to be a 
nuMiibci- of tlic directing conunlttee 
said he could not do so, because it was 
not a pro|)er time for us to go after 
money from the public when there 
were so many other calls. AVhcn on 
the last morning of the campaign 1 
called again and told him it was all 
secured but a few hundred, he said, 
"I confess I was against your project 
at the start, but as you have done so 
well, I will give you Rupees 100, to 
help finish it off." 

Perhaps the gift that brought most 
.ioy to our hearts was Rupees 50 from 
a leading Buddhist who had just been 
released from gaol where be bad been 
detained on account of the riots. He 
said to us, "I feel I owe nty life to the 
Christian missionaries. If it had not 
been for their timely help 1 verily 
believe 1 should be lying in the ceme- 
tery to-day." 

As is the case with every campaign 
of this sort, a new spirit was infused 
into the members and they felt the 
joy of team-play and the satisfaction 
of victory. They realized, too, that the 
Association was not about to die, but 
had sufficient life and vitality to rise 
victoriously above adverse and de- 
pressing circumstances and to con- 
tinue its progressive programme foi
